Appeal Brief 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Appeal Brief filed 22 May 2002. 

Finality Withdrawn 

2. In careful review of the Appellant's appeal brief, especially the summary of invention 
and subsequent argument section, the finality of the office action (paper #8) is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-5, 7-17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed at a method for utilizing an automatic transaction system for the delivery of goods and 
services. As indicated in previous Office Actions, ATM or other automatic machines delivering 
goods and services are well known and widely used in various industries. Various methods for 
consummating such transactions are also known in the art. However, the cited references, taken 
alone or in combination, fails to teach a particular method wherein the ratification flag in the 
portable object (card) is checked first and depending on the value of the flag, different steps are 
taken as indicated in the independent claim.
